Approval  of  Programs 

All  matriculated  students  must  follow  the  curriculum  prescribed  by 
the  College.  No  credit  will  be  granted  for  courses  not  included  in  this 
curriculum  unless  the  written  permission  of  the  Dean  has  been  obtained 
in  advance. 

Also,  students  enrolled  at  Boston  College  Intown  as  candidates  for 
a  degree  will  not  be  allowed  to  follow  courses  in  any  other  College 
at  the  same  time.  Those  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  Boston  College 
degree  are  not  included  in  this  proscription. 


Scholarship 

Students  with  three  failures  will  be  dropped  from  the  College  register. 

Any  student  whose  scholastic  work  falls  below  a  C  (70%)  average 
will  be  requested  to  withdraw  from  the  College.  An  average  of  at  least 
C  (70%)  in  three-fourths  of  the  courses  studied  is  required  for  gradua- 
tion, i.e.,  in  courses  amounting  to  ninety  (90)  credits.
